‘pipes from freezing Is described by 
Thomas W. Benson as follow s: 
"To a solution of thin boiled starcb-j 
add sawdust until the mixture forms a 
thick paste. 
A fine sieve may Jk* used 
‘to clear this sawdust from lumps. 
| 
“Heavy cord is first wrapped around 
'the pipe, spacing the turns about one-» 
half Inch. 
A one-fourth-inch layer of 
tthe mixture Is smeared on and allowed 
jto dry; then a second layer is put on 
and smoothed up. 
The string acta as 
an anchor to make the coating adherq 
to the pipe closely. 
W hitewash or 
paint may be used to give a finish for 
; inside pipes, but for outside work cov­ 
er the coating with hot tar. 
If It Is 
•desired to have a very neat covering 
.’wrap the sawdtist coating with cloth 
or canvas, applying it in narrow strips 
like a bandage."
